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ALL ONE IN CHRIST OR IN THE POPE? 


“J pray ... that they may all be one as Thou Father art in me, and I in Thee, that they 
may be one in us.”—John 17: 21. 

On the occasion of the third centenary of the martyrdom of St. Josaphat, 
\rchbishop of Plock, the Pope published the Encyclical “Ecclesiam Dei” 
in which he invited the Oriental schismatics to return to “Catholic unity.” 

Cardinal Mercier, of Malines, Belgium, has had for more than two years 
conversations with some Anglican representatives, discussing possible grounds 
of unity of the Anglican Church with Rome. Unity is, then, in the air and 
it will stay there until the real ground of reunion is established. For the 
voice of Rome, and the voice from Malines give quite a different sound from 
the voice of every true believer in Christ’s intercessory prayer. For the 
Roman Church the only ground of true unity is the acknowledgment of 
the Primacy and of the infallibility of the Pope, as it was defined by the 
Vatican Council in 1870. For every true Protestant the ground of Christian 
unity is older, more spiritual and deep, and it goes back to the fundamentals 
as they have been laid down in the sublime prayer of Christ. The so-called 
Holy Father repeats that “this unity centers itself in the primacy of St. Peter, 
and his successors,” while all evangelical Christians believe that the only 
basis for unity in religion is the reception of a common truth, of an identical 
energizing love, and the abiding presence of Jesus in the hearts of all be- 
ievers 

Unity in religion cannot be brought about by external coercion and forced 
submission to an all-embracing and superlatively autocratic human authority ; 
can only come from the free consent of all souls which are grounded on

e unity of the Holy Trinity. We absolutely refuse the unity offered by 
Kome, for we cannot suffer the destruction of our liberty, which we enjoy 
in Christ and in His Gospel. Our desire for unity is all in that prayer 
uttered by our Lord, as given to us in John 17. “I pray that they may all 
be one as Thou Father art in me, and I in Thee, that they also may be one 
nus.” In that whole chapter there is not a word that could possibly be 
construed as even suggesting subjection of the believing soul to a human 
master; but therein are set forth the spiritual principles and forces that con- 
stitute the basis for the union of all the believers in Christ, and through 
Christ with God, and between themselves, so that they in this manner be-

ome members of Christ’s body, which is the true Church on earth. 


Let us understand this question in all its phases, and in the clearest and 
lost simple way. Jesus Christ said, “My sheep hear my voice, and I know 
them, and they follow me, and I give unto them eternal life, and they shall 
never perish, neither shall anyone pluck them out of my hand. My Father 
who gave them to me is greater than all, and no man is able to pluck them 
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~ ine 


out of my Father's hand. I and my Father are one.” John 10: 27-30, 


The evangelical believer lives, moves, and has his being in God who is 
spirit. He who lives and moves and has his being in God, who is spirit, lives 
and moves and has his being in Christ also through the Holy Spirit. Every 
one who possesses this faith, consciously realizes this fact, and enters into 
the spiritual union with God in Christ. There he finds all the true believers 
one with God and with him. 


This consciousness of Christ’s unity with God and with the believers is 
the distinctive feature of the religion of the true Gospel which places the 
foundation of salvation in the living relation to a living Person, rather than 
in the adoption of any set of opinions, habits, formulas, rites, and cere- 
monies. A man may intellectually believe all the articles of the Christian 
faith—the Virgin Birth, the Atonement, the physical resurrection of Christ, 
etc.; he may accept all the peculiar doctrines of a certain denomination ; also, 
if he be a Roman Catholic, he may subject himself to all the distinctive 
features of Romanism; but if he come not to Christ, if he receive not Him 
as a living reality, he is not in Christ, he is not in God, and he cannot feel 
the ties of union between himself and all the other believers. 


Christ, not the truth which He taught apart from Himself (Christ did 
not say, “I am teaching the truth,” but He said, “I am the truth”): Christ 


Himself is the effective Saviour of men in every age, and in every country. 
What is verified in Christian experience is that Christ Himself gives eternal 
life, quenches or subdues evil passions and is the strength of all Christian 
righteousness. Truly Christian men and women are conscious that not 
in the power of the truth that He taught, but of personal union with Him- 
self they know the blessedness of fellowship with God and with all that are 
united in spirit with God and with Christ. 


What is more conspicuous in Heaven than the perfect union of all souls 
and hearts of men with the heart of God? But when we are saved we re- 
ceive it here on earth, and we enjoy it even now, so far as we are united 
with Christ, as the branch is united with the vine, and as the arm is united 
with the body. Here we enter into “the deep things of God.” Here we 
stand face to face with what Paul truly calls “the mystery of the Gospel.” 
The union between Christ and the true Christian is as real and _ intimate 
as the union of body and soul. This is essential Christianity ; Christ living 
in all true believers is the center, the force, the life, the joy of Christian 
unity. If we have received the same Saviour, feel the same love, the same 
life, if we are spiritually incorporated with Christ, then we know that as He 
is one with the Father so we all are one with Him and with the Father. 
And no matter who are the persons talking about Christian “unity” 
(preachers, priests, bishops, or even the Pope) if they are not in Christ 
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in His heavenly places, if they are not regenerated; if their life is not the 
life of Christ; if their religion is only one of authority and not of the spirit, 
they have no right even to discuss this question. 








It is then easy to see, therefore, that any organic church union would 
be merely an external achievement, in all respects similar to any political 
or commercial combination, and would belong only to the sphere of this 
world. Any union externally imposed and preserved by the force of armies, 
as in the formation of political States, or through fear of anathemas and ex- 
communications, as in ecclesiastical Romanism, would have no real Chris- 
tianity in itself and cannot possibly last in the future, as it did not last in 
the past. The disciples of Christ, are not of this world, neither can they be 
governed by the rules of this world. They belong to the reign of the spirit, 
and live in the spirit, and there they find in real freedom, and love, a union 
which is eternal. The cause and the power of spiritual unity is in Christ. 









































St. Paul witnesses to this fact by telling us that it is by spiritual inclusion 
inthe Lord Jesus Christ, the Son of God, that believers become suns of God, 
too. “For ye are all sons of God, through faith in Christ Jesus. For as 
many of you as were baptized into Christ, did put on Christ.” Gal. 3: 26, 27. 
And, explaining the nature of His baptism, Paul says “For in one spirit we 
were all baptized into one body.” 1 Cor. 12: 13. And that “one body” is 
the body of Christ, “His body which is the church,” Col. 1: 24.

These are among the things Governor Smith stands for. 

The whole story is the latest conspicuous instance of the truth of Burns's 
lines: “The best-laid plans of mice and men gang aft agley.” There was 
abundant evidence that apparently no detail had been overlooked by the 
Tammany leaders to force the nomination of Governor Smith by stampeding 
the convention, if necessary. The location, the packing of the galleries with 
Smith supporters, the organized noise demonstrations, the almost unanimous 
hostility to Mr. McAdoo on the part of the newspapers, showed careful 
forethought and skilful strategy on the part of the Rome-Rum-Reb. 
strategists. 


But on one point their calculations were at fault. They had under- 


estimated the real strength of men from other States who were opposed 


to the nomination of one who represented the brass “rail” and the “froth,” 
and who had at least a somewhat accurate estimate of the power of the 
priests of Rome in politics. 


Was It the High Water Mark? 

Subsequent events may prove that the high water mark of Vatican in- 
fluence in the political affairs of this nation was reached about 2 a. m. on 
Sunday, June 28, 1924, when what proved to be the Rome-Rum-Reb. “rump” 
of the Democratic party was defeated in its efforts to have the Ku Klux 
Klan mentioned by name in a plank condemnatory of discrimination against 
any citizen on account of his “religious” belief. 

This incident terminated a contest that had not only agitated the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, but also the great body of the delegates on the floor 
for several days. 

To the average layman unacquainted with the “inner workings” of politics 
the reasons for such a desperate fight being made for the naming of the 
Klan in the plank condemning the activities of that body are not very clear, 
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but the most probable solution of the problem seems to be that that course 
would appeal especially to certain large German and Italian groups of the 
population, a large percentage of which ordinarily vote with the Republican 
party. Whatever the reason may be, the net result is likely to be to the 
disadvantage of the Vatican organization. The Klan itself got more free 
advertising inside of a week—and that nation-wide in extent—than during 
the whole course of its career during the last five years; and furthermore, 
it or its adherents, who are probably many times more in number than its 
membership, may be expected to carry on a vigorous educational campaign 
in every election district in the country, from now till election day. 

In passing, it may be said that what can be termed the underlying 
“philosophy” of the movement will probably be found in more complete and 
concise form than anywhere else, in the article by Gino Speranza on “The 
Immigration Peril” in “The World’s Work” (New York) for November, 
1923. Another valuable source of information on “Why is the Klan?” is 


the Encyclical “Immortale Dei” of Pope Leo XIII (1885). In “The Great 


Encyclical Letters of Pope Leo XIII,” published by Benziger Bros., New 


York, on pp. 120-136, will be found a categorical condemnation of every 


iorm of civil and religious liberty by that Pontiff, together with an injunc- 
tion (p. 136) to “all Catholics worthy of the name” to use their best en- 
deavors to “bring back the State to the pattern and form of Christianity which 
We have described.”

But let nobody think that the priests of Rome and 
their henchmen will in any degree relax their efforts to obtain control of our 
Government, and to make the “reigning” Pope the real ruler of this nation. 

Though the Democratic party as a whole cannot be charged with being under 
the domination of Rome, Rum and Rebellion, yet in view of the power of the 
Tammany element, this year, more than ever before, will it be the bounden 
duty of every single Protestant man and woman in the whole country, not only 
to register at the primaries, but also to make sure, not only that his or her vote 
is cast, but is counted. 

To do this will not be an endorsement either of the Klan _ itself, 
or its methods.

During the balloting I circulated from the boxes to the galleries, and | 
can testify that feeling by that time had reached a bitterness that might have exploded 
at a word into violence and bloodshed. I witnessed dozens of verbal duels so impassioned 
and beyond reason that one moved in terror of a rain of blows or bullets. No one who 
shuddered over that yawning pit of bigotry could doubt that a political issue which could 
be twisted into a religious issue might easily start, even in America, a warfare so divid- 
ing and delirious that the very shadow of it, stalking along those packed tiers, was 4 
spectre of despair. It may not be doubted, after that spectacle, that if religious bigotry 
becomes in this country a political issue nothing on earth can stop it from being as 


devastating and destructive to the Republic as such reigns of unreason have been in 
other countries. 


These Roman Catholics were running strictly true to the type of their 
Church, and the spirit and methods displayed in Madison Square are the 
same as would be shown if a Vatican catspaw occupied the White House 
and the Tammany tiger replaced the eagle on the American seal. 
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WITH REGARD TO THE CATHOLIC LAITY 


In spite of all the publicity given to the political activities of the priests 
of Rome, it must be remembered that the great mass of the laity have next 
to no knowledge of the political principles that form integral parts of the 
cult. Of course they understand the advantage to the Church of having 
certain men in office who can use their positions to furnish “jobs” and other 
material benefits on persons of their “kind,” but they have never been told 
about the task set before “all Catholics worthy of the name” in the Encyclical 
“Immortale Dei” to destroy all the civil and religious liberties of the Ameri- 
can people. Some years ago when the president of the board of Christ’s 
Mission silenced an Irish Catholic writer in the Jersey City “Journal,” and 
two Catholic men wrote to the paper saying that they hoped their defeated 
champion would not deign to reply to Dr. Parker’s statements and cita- 
tions, a Catholic lady made a vigorous protest, saying that persons like him 
should not be allowed to write such letters without contradiction. She said 
she had been educated at a parochial school and had never heard of even 
ihe existence of “these papers”’—the Encyclicals “Immortale Dei” of Pope 
Leo \III, “Pascendi” of Pope Pius X, and the Motu Proprio “Quantavis 
Diligentia” of the latter, if we remember rightly. There was never a time 
like the present in respect of the opportunity and the duty of the individual 
Protestant Christian to try and instruct in the way of the Lord Catholic 
people whom he may meet during the next few months. The political con- 
spiracies against the American people are: among the members of the hier- 
archy and their henchmen more immediately in contact with them—forming 
but a small percentage of the whole. And probably many of them really 
think that it would be better for the American people to be vassals of the 
Vatican instead of free citizens of a free country. Protestants should not re- 
gard atholics, as individuals, as enemies of the Republic and our free in- 
stitutions, though they are often used as tools and catspaws of men who 
are. \nd they should take every opportunity of enlightening them on the 
real teaching of the Vatican concerning every form of liberty. More im- 
portant still, they should bear witness to the practical benefits they enjoy 
in their daily lives from the personal salvation that Jesus Christ purchased 


for them on the Cross. It is not at all necessary to enter into controversy. 


Very iew people obtain much benefit from being convinced they are wrong— 
on any matter; but if certain truths are stated plainly, backed up by per- 
sonal experience, good will be done. More than that, the Catholic people 
are deserving of real sympathy on the part of evangelical Christians. Many, 
perhaps, most, are really desirous of pleasing God ; they are continually being 
told oi the terrible nature of their sins, and the terrors of Hell. But instead 
of being told of the love of Christ for them individually and His power to 
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deliver from the guilt and dominion of sin, He is presented to them ag being 
so angry with them, even now, that they must ask the Virgin Mary to inter- 
cede for them in order to obtain any blessing from Him, Further: they may 
fulfill all the duties imposed upon them by the Church for a lifetime; but 
all the same they must pass an unknown period in Purgatory after death, 
before they can hope to enter Heaven. And in many cases their ignorance 
of the teachings of their own Church is remarkable 
almost laughable.

For example, one Roman Catholic writer in a letter in 
the Jersey City evening paper once said that the New Testament consisted 
solely of sermons by Catholic bishops; another in justifying gambling at 
church fairs, referred to the Acts of the Chronicles, and mentioned Barabbas 
as a candidate for the apostleship left vacant by the suicide of Judas; a third 
once declared that Pope Adrian IV had no more right to sell Ireland to 
King Henry II than he himself had to sell the Brooklyn Bridge. They are 
exploited in both religion and politics by their priests and the whole body 
in this country forms a political machine operated by the Italian Curia in 
Rome for the benefit of the Vatican in its schemes of worldwide political 
domination.

: real trouble with the world is that the people in it do not know God, 
ve as if He did not exist at all. This applies to many who have knowl- 
f His law in a general way, and who know that keeping His command- 
brings a reward in this life. But they seldom or never read His Book, 
they “say their prayers” it is little more than an empty form. If they 
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realized that God indeed loved them personally, was interested in their 
affairs, and was ready to hear them when they pray, they would do many 
things they leave undone, and life would be an altogether different thing. 

Tens of thousands of people in this country really know no more about 
God and about Jesus Christ than this Japanese sailor did when Mr. Bent 
went on board his ship. But the great difference between Mr. Seto and 
these people is, that when he read the Testament that had been given tw him, 
he discerned that it contained a message from God to himself personally, 
and acted accordingly. When he heard the voice of Jesus inviting him to 
“come” to Him, and promising rest and peace of soul if he did so, he obeyed 
the invitation, and received the assurance in his soul that he had been recon- 
ciled to God through faith in Jesus Christ. 

Knowing God Himself is quite a different thing to knowing—or beliey- 
ing—a number of things about Him. Many people who do not read the 
Bible have very wrong ideas about God. One set of people thinks that God 
is merely a stern Judge, who is angry with them because their sins caused 
the death of His Son on the Cross, and they feel afraid to pray to Him 
directly, in spite of the gracious invitations to them in the Bible to do so. 
Many of these people ask the Virgin Mary to intercede for them, and think 
that “saints” can also do something for them with God, Nothing of the sort. 
God says: If you are in trouble because of your sins, call upon ME, and |] 
will hear and answer your prayers. I will forgive all the sins of the past, 
because by the death of Jesus on the Cross atonement was made for your 
sins; and your sins and iniquities I will remember no more. This is nota 
quotation from the text of the Scriptures, but it is the sense of several 
passages. Draw nigh unto God, and He will draw nigh unto you. You 
have abundant proof in your daily life of His love. He gives you health 
and the strength you need for the day’s work. He provides your food, and 
if you enjoy the love of a wife and children, He gave you that, and them 
also. You have every cause to love Him and it is only a combination of 
sin and ignorance that keeps you from enjoying communion with Him every 
day. If you have never really talked to God, start now, and you will soon 


find out how much good it will do you and how much better and happier you 
will be. 


One of the greatest causes of trouble with the Catholic people is that 
they are not taught to read the Bible—not even the Douay Version of it. 
And those who may read this should note what the Japanese sailor writes 
about it. He writes about “Scripture,” as being like a tower resembling the 
Woolworth Building, and says that from the Scriptures he can see the King- 
dom of Heaven. But he mentions that he can do this from “the top”—not 
the bottom; he sees the Kingdom of Heaven because he has climbed up the 
stairs of the tower. He has read much—probably all. And the more he 
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reads it, the greater are the joy and peace and knowledge of God that come 
into his soul, And so it will be with anybody who will follow His example. 
The Bible is a letter from God to you individually, and all those parts of it 
that have to do with your personal spiritual welfare are in quite plain 
language and easily understood. Whatever learned men may say or write 
about the history and poetry and philosophy contained in the Bible, the 
words of Jesus Christ in the Gospels are absolutely true, and you can find 
many people in your town (if it is not too small a one) who can tell you they 
have proved them true in their own experience. God not only loves the 
world, but He loves you, and the words of Jesus to the Samaritan woman at 
the well of Sychar are as true to-day as when He uttered them, and the man 
who drinks of the water of spiritual life that Christ can and will give any- 
one who asks Him for it, will “never thirst” again, because His salvation 
is strong enough to deliver from the power of sin, as well as from its guilt.

THE KINGDOM OF GOD

jesus came unto Galilee, preaching the Gospel of the Kingdom of God .. . and saying,

The Kingdom of God is of men and for men. The Kingdom of Heaven 
is in us. Begin at once: it is our work, for our happiness in this life is on 
this earth. It depends on our will, on our response given or withheld. Be- 
come perfect and the Kingdom will extend even on earth. The Kingdom of 
God will be founded among men. 

It is true that Jesus added “repent,” but the old word has been distorted 
from its true and magnificent meaning. The word of Mark “metanoeite” 
should not be translated “repent ;” “metanoia” means rather the changing 
of the mind, the transformation of the soul. Metamorphosis is a change of 
form; “metanoia,” a changing of the spirit. It ought rather to be “con- 
version,” that is, the renewing of the inner life of man. The idea of “repent- 
ance” is only an illustration of Christ’s command. 

\s one of the conditions of the arrival of the Kingdom and at the same 
is the very substance of the new order, Jesus demands complete con- 
n, a revolution of life and of the common values of life, a transmutation 
of feelings, of opinions, of intentions. 

By “Gospel” men nowadays mean usually the book where the quadruple 
story of Jesus is printed; but Jesus neither wrote books nor thought of

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volumes. By “Gospel” He meant, according to the plain and sweet meaning 
of the word, “good tidings.” Jesus is a messenger (in Greek “angel”) who 
brings good tidings: He brings the cheerful message that the sick will be 
cured, that the blind will see, the poor will be enriched with imperishable 
riches, that the sad will rejoice, that sinners will be pardoned, the unclean 
purified, that the imperfect can become perfect, that animals can become 
saints, and saints become angels, like unto God, 

If this Kingdom is to come, if everybody is to prepare himself for its 
coming, we must believe in the message, believe that the Kingdom is possible 
and near. If there is no faith in this promise, no one will do what must be 
done to fulfill the promise. Only the certainty of the truth of this good tid- 
ings, only the conviction that the Kingdom is not the lie of an adventurer or 
the hallucination of an obsessed zealot; only the certainty of the sincerity 
and validity of the message can arouse men to put their hands to the great 
work of its foundation. 

With those few words, obscure to the majority of men, Jesus began His 
teaching. The fullness of time, the need to begin at once! The coming of 
the Kingdom, victory of spirit over matter; of good over bad, of the saint 
over the beast. “Metanoia”—the total transformation of the soul. The Gospel 
—the cheerful assurance that all this is true and eternally possible.—‘The

“ROME” AND “RUM” ALSO “REBELLION” 


While it is matter of common knowledge that the priests of Rome, as a 
class, and the Roman Catholic people as a whole, have been hostile to both 
the Eighteenth Amendment, and the enforcement of the Volstead Act, it was 
only in the issue of an important daily paper of Boston (June 26), that any 
definite public statement has appeared regarding the actual strength of these 
would-be nullifiers of the Constitution of the United States. In a special 
New York despatch Charles S. Wood, manager of Eastern headquarters of 
the Association Against the Prohibition Amendment is quoted as saying: 
“While there are Catholics here and there who are dry, 99 per cent. of the 
Catholics, I think, are liberal and in harmony with our aims.” .. . 

It is safe to say that every single vassal of the Vatican out in force to 
defy the American nation and nullify the Amendment would express great 
indignation if the suggestion were made in his hearing that he was not a 
“loyal” citizen of the Republic, of the highest type. Another of Mr. Wood's 
remarks was not without significance: “They [the Roman Catholics] are held 
to line with firm discipline and appeal to their highest instincts.” That 
gentleman’s idea of “highest instincts” would seem to be, then, open defiance 
of the Constitution of the United States, and a craving for strong drink. 
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IN MEMORIAM BISHOP LOUIS S. WALSH, MAINE 


In an article eulogistic of the late Bishop of Portland, Me., who died 
May 12, John E. Kealy writes, in “America,” June 21: “The rights of local 
self-government, the right of each community to regulate its own affairs, in- 
evitably found in the late Bishop of Portland an ardent supporter.” This 
principle of “local self-government” did not in his opinion apply to lay 
Catholics in his diocese, because, according to the “Western Watchman,” 
May 25, 1911, he placed six of them under an interdict, “because of the grave 
public scandal given by their various words and acts in a recent attack on 


the Church authority, Church property and Church law in the diocese of 
Portland.” 





























The crime committed by these men seems to have been an at- 
tempt to obtain the passage of a bill through the State Legislature, the 
purpose of which was to abolish the Bishop’s control of Church property as 
a “Corporation sole”— in the Bishop’s words, “to overthrow the legitimate 


authority of Bishop and priest and to bring socialism into the administration 
of Church affairs.” 




















The “Socialism” was embodied in a proposition that the 
title and control of Church properties should be transferred to a board of 
trustees. One of the victims of the interdict had gone so far as actually to 


present a petition of “about six hundred members of the French-American 
Church in favor of the bill.” 














The interdict was no light punishment for 
Catholics who really believe the doctrines of their Church, for it deprived 
them of “the use of the sacraments of the Church and of Christian burial,” 
and the “sacraments” are the only channels through which they can receive 
the grace of God. Confession is one of these sacraments, so that if one of 
these men wanted to get forgiveness for his sins, he would have to go out- 
side the diocese to find a priest who would hear his confession and grant 
absolution. No light penalty for anybody who really believes in that sort 
of thing. The priests of Rome do not believe in anything like “the right 
of each community to regulate its own affairs” so far as their Church member- 
ship is concerned. Bishop Morris, of Little Rock, Ark., was quoted in the

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MAGNA CHARTA DAY—JUNE 15 


On Sunday, June 15, the 709th anniversary of the signing of Magna 
Charta by King John, of England, in 1215, the acting editor spoke at the 
service in the Mission Chapel. He mentioned that the papal press wrote 
about this historic document in two different ways. One set disparaged it, 
as having nothing to do with this nation or its liberties, and hailed the 
Declaratién of Independence and the Constitution of the United States as 
if they constituted a political gospel the like of which had never been seen be- 
fore and hailing Jefferson and others of the fathers of the nation as a kind 
of political Messiahs who brought these documents: straight down from 
Heaven. The other set declared that Magna Charta was the fons et origo of 
all American ideals of civil and religious liberty, but that for these blessings, 
as also for the Charter, this nation was indebted to Catholic nobles and a 
Catholic archbishop. This last version contains more of historic truth than 
the first one, but it is incomplete, and affords a good illustration of the 
papalist method of writing what is, in effect lying history, by the careful 
omission of essential facts, which if stated would leave an entirely different 
mental picture of the whole on the mind of the reader. In this case they are 
careful not to say that as soon as Pope Innocent III heard of the Charter 
and its contents, he immediately “denounced” it (to use the technical diplo- 
matic term), released the King from any obligation to observe its terms, and 
issue a Bull of excommunication against the barons who had extorted it 
trom the King, 

The author of “Letters to His Holiness Pope Pius X” says, in reference 
to this action of Pope Innocent III (pp. 142 and 143): “Innocent III, as 
everybody knows, held in fief possession the realm of England, it having 
been made over to him by the despicable Lackland [King John]. Upon 
Magna Charta, the great charter of modern liberties, Innocent pronounced 
the following malediction: ‘In the name of God Almighty, Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost, and by authority of the blessed Apostles Peter and Paul, after 
having taken counsel with our brothers, we wholly reject and condemn this 
charter.” (Ex parte Dei Omnipotentis, Patris et Filii et Spiritus Sancti, 
auctoritate quoque beatorum Petri et Pauli Apostalorum, ejus ac nostra, de 


communi fratrum nostrorum consilio, compositionem hujusmodi reprobamus 
penitus et damnamus).” 


Stephen Langton, Archbishop of Canterbury, refused to read the Bull 
irom his pulpit, and was thereupon summoned to Rome, where he remained, 
virtually interned, until the Pope’s death in the following year. 


\s to the Charter itself and its relation to the American people and 
their political institutions, it may be said: 


|. That it was the first document of its kind that declared the supremacy 
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of the Law over the Crown; a committee of twenty-five barons was ap- 
pointed to see that the King kept the provisions of the Charter, with 
authority to make war upon him if he did not. Other provisions were that 
no freeman could be taken, or imprisoned or proceeded against, except by 
due process of law, and that no scutage or aid should be imposed upon the 
Kingdom unless by the Common Council. In this Jast can be seen the germ 
of “no taxation without representation,” and it is of some interest to note 
that one of the acts of King Charles I that brought him to the executioner’s 
block in 1649 was a levy of “tunnage and poundage” on certain merchandise 
without the consent of Parliament. Stephen Langton and Oliver Cromwell 
form two of a trio, of which George Washington forms the magnificent third 
member; although Pope Leo XIII, without mentioning his name, evidently 
regarded Martin Luther as the original founder of American liberties (rt. 
Encyc. Lett. Pope Leo XIII, p. 120). 

The wrath of Pope Innocent III against the barons who set the Charter 
above the authority of the King is easily understood when it is remembered 
that the same men who put the Law above the Crown to-day might put it above 
the alien Papal Tiara to-morrow, and Pope Leo condemns this very principle 
(which is of course essentially American) in the Encyclical “Immortale Dei” 
(1885).

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PAPINI’S “LIFE OF CHRIST.” 


This is one of the most extraordinary books that we have ever read—and 
this in many ways. Perhaps the most remarkable things about it are the im- 
portant things concerning which it is silent—in other words, the things the 
author does not say. 

In the introduction the author says, that in certain past days he “let his 
mad and voluble humor run wild along all the roads of paradox, holding that 
a consequence of the negation of everything transcendental was the need to 
despoil oneself of any bigotry, even profane and worldly, to arrive at integral 
and perfect atheism.” And that “in those proud and feverish days” he “af- 
fronted Christ as few men before him have ever done.” 

How he “came to discover Christ again, by himself, treading many roads 

. would be too long and hard a story to tell.” He describes himself as “a 
man who always from his childhood felt a repulsion for all recognized forms 
of religious faith and for all churches, and for all forms of religious vassalage, 
but who after ‘many wanderings, ravings and dreamings, drew near to 
Christ.’ Henry James Foreman describes him as having been a hater rather 
than a lover of his kind, a master of invective, anarchist, atheist, nihilist.” 

One reason why he wrote his book was “because many of those who were 
born in His church disobey His commands, care more for His painted pic- 
tures than for His living example, and when they have worn out their lips 
and knees in materialistic piety, think that they are quits with Him and that 
they have done what He asked of man.” 

In the last sentence of the introduction he says he“is proud to call him- 
self a subject and soldier of Christ the King.” 

And yet, after all this, there is not a word to suggest that he is any hap- 
pier or has any more peace of soul than he had before. Some perverts to 
Rome say they have found rest for their souls in the “authority” over others 
claimed by a body of priests who have not even any mental conception of 
personal salvation such as our Lord described to the woman of Samaria as 
He sat by the well. But he mentions no such result of having drawn near 
to Christ. 

Nor is there a word of praise for the church of the Popes. Nowhere does 
he invite the intellectually weary and heavy-laden to find refuge from their 
mental and spiritual perplexities in the stately ceremonial services or the 
pious and sympathetic ministrations of the priests. Not one line even sug- 
gests that he derives any benefit from these himself. Nor is there a word to 
indicate that any work of the Holy Spirit has been done in his own soul, or 
to suggest that he has “passed from death unto life.” 

A writer in the Boston “Transcript” (June 21) refers to an “unbeliever” 
who had apparently noticed these omissions from his book, and asked him 
“Whether he could say that he had found in Christ the assurance and salva- 
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tion” to the great need of which his autobiography bore witness. In reply, 
Papini took a copy of the book and wrote in it that he had “found once and 
for all in Christ certainty and life’—two very different things from “assur- 
ance and salvation,” and in another paragraph, presumably the same writer 
describes various phases of Papini’s spiritual experiences, and finishes by 
saying, “there was nothing for it but to take his place humbly in the Church 
of Christ, which is His body here on earth.” Whereupon he writes a book 
containing the teaching quoted elsewhere, which is actually subversive of all 
the most important Roman doctrine as regards individual religion. We be- 
lieve that Fogazzaro’s “The Saint,” Emile Zola’s “Rome,” and Marie Corelli's 
“The Master Christian,” were all put on the index, as also the writings of 
Father Tyrrell, a great English Jesuit. But we doubt if any of these con- 
tained anything half as anti-Catholic as the passage about “The Kingdom of 
God” on pp. 73 and 74 of his book. 

The few words in which he refers to the Reformers and to Protestants in- 
dicate that his hatred of them all is equal to that of Popes Leo XIII and 
3enedict XV themselves. And this in spite of the fact that his closely 
reasoned statement of the Protestant—nay, evangelical—philosophy of “the 
Kingdom of God” is as clear and accurate as could have been written by 
Luther, or Wesley, or Spurgeon, or Moody, or General Booth, or Father 
O’Connor. Indeed, it is doubtful whether any of these ever did write such 
a masterly summary of it in the same number of words. 

From whence has this man this special kind of learning? 

Scattered throughout the book are various utterances distinctly out of 
line with the teachings of the Roman Church; but his ideas about the King- 
dom of God (pp. 73 and 74), are absolutely subversive of Catholic funda- 
mental doctrine. 

It is true that the more prominent doctrines of Rome are stated, but little 
more. No attempt is made to emphasize their truth or importance for the 
benefit of any non-Catholic reader. Nobody will be attracted to the Roman 
Church by this book unless they foolishly accept the author’s ipse dixit on 


propositions that he has not thought it worth while to support by either argu- 
ments or authorities. 


But after all his thinking and studying and labor in writing a wonderfully 
clever book in a style peculiarly his own, most fascinating to the intellectual 
reader, he confesses in the last sentence of page 408, the last in the book, that 
he has not yet found the “rest” to his soul promised by our Lord to those 
who “come unto” Him, for the last sentence ends, “we raise our weary and 


mortal eves to that same Heaven from which He will descend in the terrible 
splendor of His glory.” 


Yes, the book is a phenomenon—and a riddle. T. C. M.
